Plague is at this pꝛeſent in ſundey places ofthe City ot᷑ London, and neere adioyning to the 
ſame, though not God be thanked) with the moꝛtalitie ol great numbers 3 yet ſo diſperſed in 
diuers ot the beſt and molt open ſtreets of the ſaid City, as do giue iuſt cauſe to doubt, that 
the contagion thereof, by great reſozt of people, might be further ſpzead,aſwel in the City. as 
All, into other parts ofthe Realme, whereby danger might enſue both to his Royall perſon,the 

. Queene his deareſt wife, and his Royal iſſue, and to his moſt louing Subiects repatring 

thithert fox their Suits and cauſes: His Paieſtie,foz theſe neceſſary conſiderations, and hoping that the infection wil, 
by the goodneſle of Almighty God, with the coldneſle of the yeere,and ſuch wholeſome Oꝛders as are taken in his ſaid 
City,the rather ceaſe by the adidurnement ok part ol this wört Terme ot S. Michael now at hand, from the Vias or the 
tame. vntil the fourth Returne of the ſaid Terme called Meaſe Michaelis next comming. Dis Maieſtie therefcze,ofhis 
eſpeciall fauour and clemencie, is plealed and contented, to adiourne the laid Terme ol S. Michael, that is to ſay. in and 
from the Vtas thereof, vnto the ſaid fourth R2turne ol the ſaid Terme. called Menſe Michaelis next comming; Which his 
Maieſtie ſignifieth to all and ſingular his louing Subiects ot this his Realme, to the intent that they a euery ol them. 
which haue cauſe oz commandement to appeare in any of his Dighneſſe Courts at weſtminſter,in oz at any day oz time 
from and after the ſaid Veas of S. Michael, may tary at their dwellings, oz where their bulineſſe otherwiſe wall lye, 
without reſoꝛting to any ofthe ſaid Courts foz that cauſe, befoze the ſaid Menſe Michaelis next comming, and that with⸗ 
out incurring danger offozfeiture, penaltte, cz contempt tdwards his Highneſſe in that behalfe. And neuertheleſſe 
his Maieſties pleaſure is. That two ofhis Juſtices, that is@ſay,ofetther Bench one, ſhall the firſt dap of Michaelmag 
Terme, called Octabis Michaelis, accoꝛding tothe ancient oꝛder of the Lawes,keepe the Eſſoignes of the ſaid Otabis Mi- 
chaclis, At which Vtas of S. Michael, noꝛits of adio urnement ſhalbe directed to the ſafd Juſtices, giuing them autho⸗ 
ritie to adiourne the ſaid Terme of S. Michael, that is toſay, From the Vtas thereof, vntill the fourth Returne, as be⸗ 
koꝛe is ſaid, And the ſaid adiournement ſhall be made inthe fir day of the ſaid Vras, commonly called, the day of El⸗ 
ſoignes, And further his Maieſties pleaſure is, Chat all matters, cauſes and Duits,depending in any of his other

wards and Liueries, Duchy of Lancaſter, and Court of Requeſts, ſhall haue continuance,and the parties ſhall haue 
day from the date of theſe p:eſents, vntill the ſaid fourth Ueturne,as befoꝛe is ſaid, 

Pꝛouided alway,and his Maieſties pleaſure and commandement is. That all Collectozs,Receiuoz3,Sheriffes,and 
other Accomptants, and all other perſons, that ſhould oꝛ ought to Accompt oꝛ pay any ſumme oꝛ ſummes of Money in 
any of his Maieſties Courts of Exchequer, Court of 1darys and Liueries, and ot his Duchie ol Lancaſter, oꝛ in any ot 
them, oꝛ to enter into any Accompt in any of the ſaid Courts, ſhall repaire vnto the accuſtomed places at eſtminſter. 
where his Highneſſe hath appointed ſuch Officers and Miniſters, as fox that purpoſe his Maicſtie hath thought ex⸗ 
pedicnt, and there to pay and doe in euery behalte, as thoughno ſuch Pꝛoclamation of à diournement had bene had oz 
made. And his Highneſſe further pleaſure andcommandement is, That all Sheriffes hall returne their woꝛits and 
Pꝛoceſſe againſt all ſuch Accomptants and Debtozs, at the dayes therein appointed. Andifanyperſon o2 perſons, 
who ought to accompt oꝛ pay any ſumme oꝛ ſummes of Boney to his Maieſtie in any of the Courts and places afoze- 
ſatd,do make default therein, That then his Highneſſe woꝛſts and Pꝛoceſſe ſhalbe awarded and ſent fooꝛth againſt eue⸗ 
ry ſuch perſon andperſons,and the ſame to be duely and oꝛderly ſerued, and returned by the Sheriffes and Officers 
thereunto appointed, in ſuch liue maner and fozme, as the ſame ſhould haue bene, if this pꝛeſent Pꝛoclamation had 
not dene made. And ikany Shtriffe oz other Officer ſhaſlmake dcfault, v2 be negligent in ferutiig, efecutingdzre- 
turning ol any the noꝛits and Pꝛoceſſe afozeſaid, That then euery ſuch Sheriffe and other Officer, ſhall incurre ſuch 
paines and penalties,as by the ſaid Courts, oꝛ any ofthemſha!be tared and aſſeſſed; willing and commanding all and 
eueryhis Maieſties Sheriffes, Officers, Miniſters and Subiects, to whom it doeth oꝛ ſhal appertaine, to obſerue and 
keepe their aſſemblies and apparances with all their Returnes and Certificats, in his Dighneſſe ſaid Courts at Weſt⸗ 
minſter in Menſe Michaelis next comming, then and there to be Holden and kept, and there to doe their Offices and due⸗ 
ties in euery behalte, in line maner and fozme, as they ſhould oz ought to haue done, it this pꝛeſent Pzoclamation had 
not bene had oꝛ made, as they will anſwere to the contrary at their perils,
